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‘To begia with the firft of thefe, I can- 
not but take Notice how providentially the 
dark Methods of thefe Engines of Hell be- 
ginto come to Light, I never made any

of our Meatures 5 while there are Trayfors 
that will take Money, and Money ready to 
be given to Traytors, we fal) be always 
liable to be fo betray’d. 

Nor can the beft Government or the ex- 
a&tett Management in the Werld abfolute- 
ly prevent this any more than the Church 
of Chrift can dete& all the Hyppocrites 
that fhroud themfelyes under her Shadow, 
or the Wolves in Sheeps cloathing, that get

Reward the Gallows upon them, when dif- 
cover’d; butas to the French there is no- 
Caufe to blame them; as che Cuftoms of 
Nations now govern it is a fair Method, 
Montieur Chamillard fhows him(elfa faithful 
Minifter of S'ate, and a politick Agent, if 
poffible, to place his Spyes not in your Se 
cretary’s Office only, but in the very Cabi- 
net, in the Parliament, and in the Chief of 
al your Councils 3 ’tis his Bufinefs to inform: 
himfelf, ’tis as fair for him to have his 
Spyes, as ’tis for you to hang them when 
difcover’d : Therefore never let us fpend 
our Fury on the Frensb King or his Miui- 
fters of State, for attempting to de» 
bauch our Officers, and to infinuate them- 
felves into our Affairs; we ought to do 
the fame with them, and if we have not 
our Spyesand Inftruments among them, it 
muft be for one of thefe two Reafons, either 
that the French are more faithful to their 
Prince than we, which I doubt has too much 
Truth in it too 3 amd J care not to enter into 
the Compaifon, or that they give more Mos 
ney for Intelligence than we can {pare, or 
at leaft than weare willing to f{pare. 

Aud what fays our Complainers now, O 
we fhould give our under Officers fuch 
Sallaries, as fhould fet them above the Bri- 
bery or Allurements of Foreigners; this 
would have more of Argument in it, if ir 
did not come from fome of thofe very Peo- 
ple, who have always been moft forward to 
clamour at the exorbitant Sallaries of Men 
jn publick Employment 3 and therefore E 
rather note it to let the World fee the Emp- 
tinefS ef our general Murmurs, than any 
Strength that I think is in the Argue 
ment, fince we have found in thefe Days 
Men in the higheft Pofts, and with the 
greateft Encouragements for their Fidelity 
tainted with Bribes, and fara Traytors to 
their Country. 

But now, Oye High-Flyers and Male- 
contents of any Sort, will you begin at this 
new Difcovery of Traytors, and ftick a Pin 
at the juff Remark lam making upon thers, 
you are now come, Blefed be GOD, to 
the Article of dete@ing Traytors, difcover:
